PHYSICIAN ASSISTANT INFORMATION

Some Responsibilities of the Supervising Physician
(11 CSR 1B 9)

The supervising physician is responsible for observing, directing and evaluating
the work, records and practices performed by the physician assistant.

The supervising physician shall notify the Board in writing of any termination of
the employment of his or her physician assistant within ten (10) days of the termination.

The legal responsibility for any physician assistant remains that of his or her
supervising physician at all times.  Also, in temporary situations not to
exceed twenty one (21) days, when a licensed and fully qualified physician
assistant is substituting for another licensed physician assistant, the acts and
omissions of the substituting physician assistant are the legal responsibility of
the absent physician assistant’s designated supervising physician.
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The temporary change in supervisory responsibility shall be provided to the Board
in writing, within ten (10) days of the effective date of the substitution, signed by the
affected supervising physicians and physician assistants, and clearly specifying the dates
of substitution.

???DID YOU KNOW???

The West Virginia Board of Medicine is responsible for the formation and approval of
PROFESSIONAL LIMITED LIABILITY COMPANIES with two (2) or more members. 

Physicians licensed to practice medicine and surgery and podiatrists licensed to practice
podiatry in an active status in this State who desire to render medical/podiatric professional
services as a limited liability company shall comply with the provisions of West Virginia Code
§31B-13-1 et seq.  

Every professional limited liability company shall file with the Board at the time of
formation, the names of its two (2) or more members and written documentation that the
professional limited liability company carries at least one million dollars of professional liability
insurance, together with an initial filing fee of $100.  Thereafter, every professional limited
liability company on an annual basis on or before the first day of July, shall file with the Board
the names of its two (2) or more members, and written documentation that the professional
limited liability company carries at least one million dollars of professional limited liability
insurance, together with an annual renewal fee of $100.  On or before the first day of July on an
annual basis, every professional limited liability company shall file with the Board a copy of the
annual report required to be filed with the Secretary of State under West Virginia Code §31B-2-
211.

If any person ceases to be a member of any professional limited liability company, that
person shall so notify the Board in writing within twenty (20) days from the day that the person
ceases to be a member of the professional limited liability company.  

If the Board determines that a professional limited liability company is not in compliance
with all the provisions of 11 CSR 7 and should cease rendering professional services in the State,
the Board shall notify the professional limited liability company in writing of its noncompliance
and shall order the professional limited liability company to stop rendering professional services.

Catherine C. Slemp, M.D., M.P.H.

Dr. Slemp has served as the Board of Medicine's Secretary since July 15, 2002.
She has been designated State Director of  Health for this purpose by Department of
Health and Human Resources Secretary Nusbaum.

 Dr. Slemp received her A.B. degree cum laude, in Biochemistry, from Princeton
University, Princeton, New Jersey, and her M.D. degree from Duke University School of
Medicine, Durham, North Carolina.  Her Family Practice Residency was at St. Margaret
